What is also pleasing in the book ane the ex- 
tended references to the Founder written by his son 
and successor. Wliere the Pounder was dynamic his 
eon is dulcet; where he was thunderous the son is 
thtmglitful. Occasionally there Is a gleam ot the 
Pounder in the son™a glint of those piercing 
eyes; a dogmatic thrust ot the forefinger; a diBw- 
ing-np of that gaunt figure and, ot course, that 
iamiliar ruffling of the silvery locks with the left 
hand.. 

But he is not merely an echo or a reflection 
of the Pounder, Posterity has an awkward way 
with the sons of great men. Public opinion, hav- 
ing mastered the father's name, often sinks hack 
exhausted by the effort, and, catching sight ot the 
son, will murmur the patronymic in a reminiscent 
way. But in the case of Booth the First and 
Booth the Second is the exception to this rule.

They are the defects ef bis virtuea. 
Tlius; 

"His guilelessnesB was one great 
secret of his strength. . . . This 
simplicity of character, of course, 
had it:: :ipparent dlaadvantagcB, 
He ■ would often say what every- 
body thought to bo Impolitic. Tho 
tear of hia oocaalonal Imprudanoea 
gave me bad half-hours! Thero 
were Interviews of great impor- 
tance: for example, when It was 
certainly the part of worldly. If 
not spiritual, wisdom to refrain 
from entering upon certain subjects 
so lone as silence could be main- 
tained with honor. In such cir- 
cumatunces he wa-g never to bo 
trusted, liowever much he might 
have been entreated betoreliandl 
The Interview would be half 
through When out would come tho 
cat from the bag! It was dcllsht- 
fui and I am bound to say that I 
never — or very rarely — found any- 
thing but good come out of his 'Indiscretion."),' 
iiowever much they miBht give me and others 
'pins .ind needles' at the time." 
It was remarked, earlier in this review, thai 
General Booth has a wide knowledge of philosophic 
theories and is a voracious reader ot the best 
forms HI Iitera;(,ure. Tills is revealed by tho 
chapter, "A Brush with Herbert Spencer," ot 
whoae philosophic system he had long entertained 
misgivings. 

This volume has been well-named. It la lull 
ot Memories, many of which are the excluBlve 
copyright of the author; its incidents and reminis- 
cences are all Echoes from that historic past In 
which traits and traditions ot this great Army are 
deeply rooted. Its Interest cannot, however, be cir- 
cumscribed to the Salvationist circle ot readera: 
touching, as it does, ecclesiastical, legal, political 
andi social affairs, it has an interest value to the 
genet-ai public. 

Fragmentary as it must of necessity be. It none 
the less reveals, in momentary flashes, the real 
author. For instance; on one occasion he tiuotea 
the Pounder as giving to an early gathering ot 
Oflicers "The secret ot our success" aa being "a 
heart consuraied with the flame ot ardent, holy, 
lieavenly love." And then, out flashes the Brani- 
wellesque touch — "Thank God that is still the 
Rpr.rel" 

Some years ago I waa at the Regent Hall (Lon- 
don) on the occasion of the wedding ot Motee, 
daughter of Commissioner Booth-Tucker, to Lieut.- 
Colonel Sladen, and, being on the platform, over- 
Iieard what passed between the General, who 
conducted the ceremony, and the Registrar. As 
the former signed the register, he iaid down the 
pen, grasped the hand ot the official and said, 
"And are you sBYed?" 

I mention this to show how the following 
comiment on Dr John CllSord in this hook ts so 
characteristic. After referring to his efforts on 
behalf of The Army during the darker days, the 
General adds: "Dr. Clifford Should have been a 
Salvationist," 

In many respects Dr, Clifford was. I remember, 
about three years ago, interviewing Dr. Cllltord 
for my paper, and after chatting with him on 
vital public matters, and certainly giving him no 
reason to thing 1 was anything hut the ordinary 
newspaperman, he concluded the fntt?rvlcw by 
saying, "Let us pray together young man."

How a Meeting, Nearly Cancelled, 
Resulted in a Man's Salvatjon 

"It had heen raining veiy hard all 
day, and the streets were flooded 
and when the time came to go. to the' 
open-air meeting," says Ensign j. 
Horgan, of Orlando, in a letter to the 
New Yorlc WAR CRY, "1 hesitated. 
It was a long walk to our regular 
Open-air stand, and I hart a feeling 
there wouldn't be anybody there. The 
weather was drizzling, and I kept de- 
laying. The time lor the indoor 
meeting was rapidly approaching 
when I felt that we should go to the 
corner where we sometimes hold our 
week-end meetings, Just a block 
away, and where there was an awn 
ing. Three of the men-comrades 
went with me. A lew idlers stood 
around under the awning, and a few 
in the drug store, looking out at us. 
I suppose that they thought we were 
foolish. We gave out a song and 
prayed, and tlie crowd grew a little. 

"Suddenly I saw a well-dressed 
man jump out of a car, approach ihs 
meeting, and apeak earnestly to one 
of the comrades. I went over to the 
man and he announced that he had 
heen making a fool o£ himself for a 
long while, hut that now lie wanted 
to join The Army. I told him that it 
took a little more than the mere in- 
tention to join The Army, and then I 
spoke to him about his soul. He 
broke down completely. Kneeling down 
on the wet pavement lie wept, and 
prayed that God would forgive him 
for his mis-spent lite. Finally, he- 
lieving that God had pardoned him, 
he arose to his feet. He couldn't go 
to the Hall with us, but declared he 
meant to stand iirm.' 

"Tlie next day I visited the man in 
the town where he had a business, 
some twenty-five miles away, and 
found him radiant with joy and still 
determined to p:o forward. Had 1 
not held that meeting on that night, 
very likely this man would never 
have been reached."

times they are having! The Camp 
has become a vast play-ground, 
where fortunate yotmgsters romp to 
their heart's content. 

About thirteen years ago 'Fhe 
Army catered for its first tiatch of 
"Presh-Air" Children. A Camp was 
then operated at Clarkson's Point on 
the shores of Lake Ontario. In those 
days the Ia1^e shor« road vras nothing 
but a sand track. The children were 
taken to Port Credit via radial car 
and ivere there met by a ha\Tack and 
conveyed to the Camp. The present 
location, however, has superior 
advantages, amongr which is that of 
electric cars running past its en- 
trance. 

The Camp is a i-eritaWe paradise 
to these city youngsters. There they 
are free to roam where they Trill, be 
it on the rolling greensward, in the 
cool shelter of the grove or by the 
sparkling waters of the lake. Ac- 
cording to their own particular bent 
they occupy them?el\-es. Here is an 



excited knot of boys engaged in a 
game of baseball; over there tie 
girls are engrossed in playing "tag", 
"The smaller fry have monopolized flie 
swings and teeters whilst others find 
enjoyment in sauntering by them- 
selves. All are occupied siid all are 
happy. 

Contrast this scene of sheer de- 
light with that of their city homes, 
where the environment in many in- 
stances is unspeakably sordid. 

The Kiwanis Club, between 'which 
body and The Salvation Army, a fine 
spirit of co-operation exists, brought 
to our attention one utifortunate 
family of six children. The childroi 
are not fatherless — it would be almost 
better if they were — the father is in an 
Asylum for the Insane, and upon the 
mother falls the task of bread-winnHiB 
for this little flock. It can be well 
imagined that a two weeks' respite 
is a eodsend in such a case. 

Who can resist the appeal of the 
following incident? 

A woman whose husband had 
deserted her, leaving her to IwA 
after three small children, the young- 
est being a baby of three raonthg, 
was turned out of her house because 
the rent was in arrears. A kind 
friend took compassion on her and 
allowed her to use one of her toox^ 
but she was not allowed to take the 
two boys, as the landlord would not 
permit children in the house. Tbt 
boys were taken to the Fresh Air 
Camp and looked after, while _ the 
baby was cared for by the biend. 
The mother has gone to work in an 
endeavor to regain a footing tad 
make a home for her children. 

Another case is of a family who 
had once known days of plenty, hut 
through sickness, lack of employ- 
ment and consequent dsbt, had beai 
turned out of the little home fliey 
nsre endea-voring to buy. CsndiBoss 
grew worse, the mother having to go 
to the hospital for an operation, and 
the children being sick. When Sum- 
mer arrived the family was prat- 
ticaliy on the verge of starvaHon, 
the mother only having two meals in 
one week in order that the ehildren 
might not go hungrj'- Prom these 
impoverished conditions, the children 
were taken to the Camp, given good, 
nourishing food, and thu^ eojoyed a 
delightful holiday. 

Among the children already at the 
Camp or who are on the "waitmg- 
list" are children of widows, of new 
arrivals from tiie Old Country, of 
small wage-earners, of war veterans, 
and of fathers who have vainly walk- 
ed the streets in search of employ- 
ment 

This health-giving— may we not 
say, life-restoring? — holiday is made 
possible largely through the gener- 
osity of the Toronto "Star", whose 
eloquent appeals, made annually, 
have become a potential medium of 
aid in this direction.

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SUIT YOUR BAIT TO YOUR 
FISH 

Some Bandsmen and Songsters may 
, have been as unsuccesstul as the 
writer In trying to hook those sly, 
elasive creatures which are reputed 
to play about near Jetties and river- 
banks. It one were to judge by per- 
sonal experience In the matter, there 
mQSt be very few fish about. With 
yearly renewed enthusiasm some of 
TIB, during holiday times, throw out 
bait Into the deeps while the tresh 
breeze sweeps along to freshen our 
appetite top the meal we already in 
faith see frizzling and browning ovp.t 
ihe ore. 

Tbose ilsh, however, evidently know 
a tblng or two, or pass round word 
of our presence; certainly they seem 
to realize that it's not all dainty 
morsels that look tempting on the 
end of a line. 

But though our prowess with the 
tod and line is not such as could 
make our reputation in the Ashing 
business yet we know enough about 
it not to expect to hook a shark or 
a Bbrlmp with a line and a hooked 
vonn, and that one's tackle and bait 
mnat vary according to the fish one 
Is after. 

Now apply this to our spiritual 
flsblng, and the lesson is obvious. 
But do we do it; do we really suit 
our bait to our fl.sh? 

For illustration, In the Salvation 
meeting the Songster Leader may 
liave decided to sing a song which 
Is on the lines of experience. Eut 
we notice there is a backslider in the 
meeting for whom many prayers have 
been offered and who has not been 
to the Hall tor years. Now, Songster 
Leader, why not put on some bait 
which Is perhaps more likely to hook 
him? a song about God's forbearing 
love for the wanderer; there are 
many such songs containing a force- 
ful appeal to the backslider. You 
may catch him. 

Or, tbere may be noticed some 
peraon In the meeting who you know 
is passing through a season of deep 
Borrow and has a big burden to bear. 
Then why not choose a song about 
Jesus as the Burden-Bearer? It may 
prove effective. 

Many ways of suiting bait to your 
flsh wIU suggest themselves to the 
alert Songster Leader, and also to 
the Bandmaster, and they will not 
mind if, in doing so, they have to 
SBcrlflce what may seem a more bril- 
liant piece for a song or selection 
of less showy quality, but with a 
more sultatile appeal to the occasion. 

So let ua try, all of us who seek 
to be flshers of men, to suit our bait 
to our fish.

THE REHEARSAL 

AN INSTRUCTIVE ARTICLE BY AN OLD HAND

In the first part of "this article, 
which appeared in our Issue of July 
lOtli, the writer pointed out tliat, 
broadly speaking, tliere are three 
methods of taliing rehearsals, viz.: 

(1) The conventional (geiiei-aliz- 
ing). 

(2) The critical or liypevcritical 
(particularizing). 

(3 The compartmental (specializ- 
ing). 

It was slioAvn that the first-mention- 
ed method consisted of going through 
the music repeatedly until its gen- 
eral' outline ivas grasped; but that 
many leaders failed (o achieve snc- 
CC3S by this metbod because ol its 
limitations. 

(2) The Critical (particularizing) 
Method 

This consists of striving for per- 
fection in each detail — music, words, 
expression, etc. — to attain which the

adoption of this method is necessary. 

The conductor commences the prac- 
ticed niled with zeal, with a lofty ideal, 
and familiar with the score. In pass- 
ing, let me say that it is vital that 
the conductor should be able to 
"hear" the piece after acquainting 
himself with the score if he expects 
to get satisfactory results in practice. 
I mention this because 1 have knoivn 
conductors who, after having gone 
through a piece many times with 
either Band or Brigade, do not ap- 
preciate what the composer has de- 
aired it is nere!!Rary to study the 
seore. 

In the first few bars he hears some 
wrong notes. He stops the Band or 
Brigade to try over ceM.iin parts 
separately. He starts again and finds 
that other parts are at fault; there- 
fore he stops again to put them riglit. 

This then, sbould suflice, as it Is 
a mistakfc to expect artistic results 
too soon. Players and singere. a.s n 
nile, are aware of nilstalres and when 
they have got a kind of Bubconsclons 
grasp of tbe harmonies, ihey master 



the errors privately. 

In a matter of note-perfection, after 
pointing out the errors or the very 
difficult passages, it is a good policy 
to leave it to the playere or vocalists 
concejTied and "wait and see," This 
is certainly better than keeping the 
majority of the Bandsmen or Song- 
sters idle for a considerable time 
whilst one of the parts is mastering 
a knotty point. 

It is, further, useless in the case of 
a Brigade to try to get a phrase ren- 
dered with expression before the 
phrase itself and the ivords have be- 
come familiar. Let it ever be remem- 
bered tliat artistic effect must have 
Its antecedent of preparatory work; 
therefore, see that the critical or 
liypercritical method is not applied 
too early. 

(3) The Compartmental (special- 
izipg) Method 

Unfortunately, little is seemingly 
known of this method amongst many 
of our leaders. 

It consists in taking some special 
point and concentrating all attention 
on it, and for the time being ignor- 
ing everything else. For instance, if 
note perfection of a difficult phrase 
be the object sought for, all faults 
of tone quality, words, breathing, or 
expressions are passed over. 

We might say that features calling 
for specialization include the polish- 
ing of a pianissimo phrase, obtaining

Materials: % lb. of flsh (boiled); 2 
lbs. of mashed potatoes; pepper and 
Bttlt to taste; little butter or drip- 
ping.

Summui lb cilmost spoilt for some 
nervy children by the attentions of 
the insect world around them, espe- 
cially by greedy and noisy Mr. Wasp 
and the ever-irritating, restless 
mosquito. Unfortunately, the bites 
and stings which sometimes fall to 
the lot of cliildren in this country are 
dangerous; often their home treat- 
ment should be 
prompt and thor- 
ough, and in any 
case of doubt a doc- 
tor's advice should 
be speedily sought. 
It wasps become a 
real nuisance, it is 
almost certain there 
is a neat near, and 
it does not take 
much seont work to 
locate it if a sharp 
look-out is kept to- 
wards evening, as the wasps are then 
homeward bound. The nest should, 
of course, he destroyed quite late in 
the evening, when ail the wasps are 
in it. 

Every ehild should be taught that 
wasps are the most good-natured 
creatures if only they arc left alone 
and not trightened, tor often stings 
are the outcome of sheer nerves on 
the child's part. Get a child to take 
au iulelligcnt interest in the habits 
of nil the familiar insects around hira, 
and an armistice will soon result. 

A SUMMER PEST 
The elangcr:ous wasps are the sleepy 
ones, not the energetic jam-hunters, 
and n sleepy wasp may get his sting 
quite deep into the skin before he 
is shaken oft. The first thing is to 
make quite sure that the sting is 
out. Wash the place freely with hot 
watei-, if tliis does not wash the 
sting out, try pressing a hollow key 
round the place, which " will often 
bring It to the surface so that it may 
be removed with tweezers or a needle. 
Bicarbonate of soda and water, or 
ammonia water, should be applied; 
or a raw onion or lihiehas may he 
used if neither of the fonner is liandy, 
ind then a little aocthlng ointment to 
smear on top. 

Camphorated oil is soothing to use 
with smaller insect bites, and if this 
Is applied at once, that is all that is 
necessary.

Leaving TwIlH-igate, after being 
delayed by ice, the "Bramwell Booth" 
steamed out of the harbor, with 
Colonel and Mrs. Cloud and party 
anxious, to complete their appoint- 
ments, even though they were al- 
ready behind schedule. 

During the night the wind had 
changed from N.E. to S.W., slacking 
the large arctic-pans, which trom the 
shore looked to be negotiable around 
Long Point. ATter manoeuvring tor 
some lime through the loose pans we 
found to our dismay that the Ice had 
tightened, making it apparently Im- 
possible to got through It. Tbe 
engine was s,topped and with gofts 
and oars a strenuous effort was made 
to extricate the ship and keep her 
from being crushed. The mainsail was 
raised and with the aid of a strong 
S.W. wind we finally emerged Into 
the open sea, only to find that the 
engine would not start. This was a 
great disappointment, as we were 
making good leeway. 

After some time we got under way 
again, but having to steam In the 
teeth ol' a fierce wind and through 
icebergs our speed was greatly re- 
duced. Piaally, we rounded Western 
Head, and eventually found our- 
selves abeam of Samson'^ Islaud. 

Just when oil seemed to be going 
well again, the fly-wheel of the 
engine loosened, and It was Impos- 
sible to proceed further. 'The main- 
sail was raised, and the ship partly 
sailed and partly drifted to Comfort 
Cove Head, where we droptied anchor 
under the shelter of a large berg of 
ice. 

A small row-boat was lowered, and 
the Major and Snslgn FaxBons rowed 
to WUd Cove. The Major then walk- 
ed to Comfort Gove and secured two 
small motor boatSt one to take the 
"Bramwell Booth" to port, and the 
other to convey the party to Cajnp- 
bellton, the next aptiointment. 

Arriving at 11 p.m. Saturday, we 



found that all hope of our visit had 
been abandoned and the comrades 
hiu retired to rest. Alter some 
difficulty we secured spme food for 
which we were very thankful after 
our long fast. This was the third 
time during the tour that we hod 
spent thirteen hours on tbe water. 

On the following mornlns (Sun- 
day), a goodly number of uniformed 
Salvationists attended tbe Holiness 
meeting and were greatly Inspired 
by the Colonel's earnest appeal for 
surrenders. 

The spiritual tone of this Corps, 
which is commanded by Ensign and 
Mrs. Parsons, Is high. The School 
is also well looked after by Ensign 
Elliott 

Immediately following the afternoon 
service, which was attended by a 
large crowd, the balance of the party, 
comprising Colonel and Mrs^ Cloud 
and Major TUley, boarded another 
motor boat for Lewlsporte, where a 
night meeting was to be conducted. 

Cu arrival we found that no 
announcement had been made, but 
Captain Churchill, who Is working 
an outpost at Stanhope, presented us

YOUNG PRIME MINISTERS 

"Pitt was Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer at the age of 22, and at 23 
was Prime Minister of the country. 
But this is a remarkable exception to 
the custom prevailing by which a man 
seldom arrives £it the proud position 
before the age of between 50 and 60. 
In Saskatchewan the call is for 
younger men," says the "Canadian 
Gazette." 

"Since 1905, when Saskatchewan be- 
came a Province, young men have in- 
variably been at the head of its 
government. The 'British Columbia 
Times' recently pointed out that the 
Province's first premier was the Hon. 
Walter Scott, who was 38 years old 
when he took office. 

"His successor, the Hon. William 
Martin, was 41 when he took over the 
Premiership, and the Hon. Charles 
Dunning, who recently resigned to be- 
come a Minister in the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment, Was only 37 when he became 
Premier of Saskatchewan. Mr. Dun- 
lung's successor, the Hon. I; G. 
Gardner, was ,42 when he took office. 
It would seem as if the push and 
. rapid progress of this young Province 
demanded youth at its head. 

"The wider field of the Dominion, 
and still more of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, may require men of experi- 
ence that is only gained by age, but 
with a young Province, only about 21 
years old, energy and the ability to 
look ahead count for more than 
experience,"

Distracted Lover Discovered in 
American Asylum. 



About fifteen years ago (says the 
New York WAR CRY) a young man 
came to this country from Denmai'k to 
make a new start in life after au un- 
happy courtship with a glil of high 
station, whose parents compelled her 
to separate from his attentions. 

The young man himself came from 
a good family, but was of the hard- 
studying and struggling type that 
meet with misunderstanding because 
they refuse to fall in line and be pat- 
terned as just one of a million men 
without distinction. 

He left with a broken heart and a 
crumpled spirit, hoping that through 
hard work and faith in himself he 
would force his way upward and so 
reach the favor of the girl's parents. 
For a couple of years his inventive 
genius carried him in the right <lirec- 
tion, but the strain, incessant labor, 
and deep sorrow brought about a ner- 
vous collapse, and he began to roam 
about the country. 



Eventually he was picked up by tlie 
authorities, sent to a hospital, where 
he was adjudged ins.ine, and promptly 
dispatched to av asylum. He was 
listed as one of the many who be- 
come simply a number and so pass 
out of history. Relatives and friends 
lost all trace of him, and for ten years 
he was considered a dead man. ' 

The Army then took up the strings 
where others had laid them down, and 
the Officer at Oslo, who is responsible 
for this class of work, was soon on the 
young man's track. He was found, 
and when the authorities learned that 
The Army was interested in his case 
they released him. Relatives, through 
the Headquarters in Oslo, then made 
arrangements for his transportation 
home, and The Army Travelers' 
Bureau made all plans for him on this 
side, and last month he was sent on 
to Copenhagen, where aged parents 
awaited the return of a son whom 
they had almost giveh up hope of see- 
ing- again.

The story was told recently of a 
thief who rifled a trapper's, cabin in 
Alberta. Hospitality in that remote 
region decrees that the door be left 
unfastenpil. And onp vi'iitor brolte 
faith with the absent host and stole 
K<"^ds belonging to the trapper. 

Canada well knows how to deal 
with the transgressor. The poliw, by 
ni-ans of a dog sleigh, caught bin 
after a 400-mile chase. Ten tinics 
that distance they would have joiir- 
neyed to capture the I'obber. 

In older countries the abuse .of 
hospitality is considered somethiip 
mean, and despicable. In a new lajiii 
like Canada the act is a crime, for 
the trapper's ever-open door is not 
only succor but often life itself to ths 
benighted. 

• • • 

I myself have lived on a Canadian 
farm in a house where doors were 
never looked. My host was a man of 
seventy-six, one who went out west 
fifty years ago. His open doors are 
a survival of those early pioneering 
days — days when the nearest neigli- 
bor was eight miles distant, when the 
traveler and his hoi-se might be fmm 
to death if he missed the light and the 
latch of the settlei's cabin. 

The house wa.s built on the- side of 
the pioneer's shack. Often and oftfti, 
in those far-off times', was my host 
wakened by the entiy of a stranpT 
carrying his'saddle. This he would 
fling for pillow on the earthen floor, 
then he would feed the stove with an 
armful of wood, and, curling himself 
in his blanket, go to sleep. 

If he Were hungry the stranger 
helped himself to my host's provisions, 
said "Thank you," and rode on. He 
knew that he and his horse were wel- 
come — welcome though the host mi^t 
be away. For the settler's world was 
the wilderness — shelter, food, and 
warmth belonged to all. 

Anil so I slept with never a key in 
my bedroom lock. You, if you called 
there, would be expected to stay for 
a meal — or for the night if the sun 
were setting.
